Tho  Intcrcolleginto  Branch  of  the 
New  York  City  Young' Men’s  Christian 
Association,  in  cooperation  with  tho 
Student  Department  of  the  National 
Council,  will  conduct  this  summer  a 
Student  Summer  Service  Group  in  New 
York  City.  The  course  will  begin  June 
27  and  continue  from  six  to  nine  weeks. 

About  thirty  students  are  desired 
for  this  summer.  James  P.  Gillespie, 
Specializing  Secretary,  lias  sent  out  a 
statement  to  tho  colleges  in  the  United 
States  asking  that  young  men  and  wo¬ 
men  bo  recommended  as  members  of 
this  group.  About  a  fourth  of  the  group 
are  to  be  women.  Students  who  arc  in¬ 
terested  arc  asked  to  see  Miss  DeLuce 
for  further  information  and  for  appli¬ 
cation  blanks. 

Men  and  women  of  advanced  college 
classes  and  recent  graduates  are  admit¬ 
ted  to  this  Student  Summei'  Service. 
fTlie  number  of  positions  to  be  filled  is 
limited  so  that  early  application  is  de¬ 
sirable,  for  the  applications  must  be 
considered  in  order  of  their  arrival  at 
the  New  York  City  Headquarters  and 
those  who  apply  early  consequently 
have  an  advantage. 

Application  blanks  arc  to  be  filled 
out  and  submitted  along  with  photo¬ 
graphs  and  recommendations  from  in¬ 
structors,  pastors,  or  Christian  Associa¬ 
tion  Secretaries,  to  the  College  Summer 
Service  Committee,  Suite  930  Graybar 
Building,  420  Lexington  Avenue,  New 
York,  N.  Yr.  Applicants  will  be  notified 
in  due  time  of  tho  decision  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  and  will  bo  given  further  in¬ 
structions. 

The  cost  to  individual  students  aside 
from  travel  expense  is  slight,  as  the 
agencies  where  they  serve  take  care  of 
their  rooms  and  meals.  A  registration 
fee  of  five  dollars  is  required  of  each 
member.  The  luncheons  at  the  church 
will  approximate  25  cents  each.  In  ad¬ 
dition,  a  little  spending  money  for  car¬ 
fare  and  incidentals  will  lie  required. 
In  short,  any  student  who  has  $30.00  in 
his  pocket  after  purchasing  round  trip 
railroad  ticket  should  be  able  to  pay 
all  necessary  expenses  in  New  York. 

Members  of  the  Summer  Service 
Group  live  at  neighborhood  houses 
whore  they  participate  in  the  activities 
with  other  congenial  workers.  They 
may  thus  gain'  a  first  hand  knowledge 
and  experience  of  social  and  industrial 
conditions  in  New  York.  The  duties  re¬ 
quired  at  these  agencies  consist  of  var¬ 
ious'  types  of  work  such  as  supervision 
of  athletics,  games,  playgrounds,  clubs, 
Daily  Vacation  Bible  School,  manual 
training,  swimming,  hikes,  nature  study 
and  other  activities.  Students  should  be 
prepared  to  experience  heat,  disagree¬ 
able  sights  and  odors,  and  perhaps  som'o 
discomfort  in  their  living  quarters. 
This  is  unavoidable  in  their  contact 
with  real  life' in  a  big  city  where  pov¬ 
erty,  crowding  and  peculiar  racial  types 
are  so  apparent. 

One  afternoon  or  evening  a  week  is 
spent  in  visits  to  typical  centers  of 
New  York’s  religious,  social  and  indus¬ 
trial  life (  e.  g.,  Stock  Exchange,  Ellis 
Island,  Chinatown,  Children’s  Court, 
Museum,  Federal  Reserve  Bank,  tho 
Bowery,  Aquarium,  Cathedral  of  St. 
John  -the  Divine,  Columbia,  and  so 
forth).  This  knowledge  of  city  institu¬ 
tions  is  not  only  a  source  of  pleasure, 
but  broadens  one’s  views  of  the  ciyic 
life.

Saint  Francis 
Hospital  Is  on 
Approved  List 


Students  Who  Need  Hospital  Care  Are 
Taken  to  First  Class  Institution  for 
Treatment. 


The  St.  Francis  Hospital,  with  which 
the  College  has  a  contract  for  hospital¬ 
ization  for  its  students,  has  been  noti¬ 
fied  that  it  continues  on  tho  approved 
list  of  the  American  College  of  Sur¬ 
geons.  This  being  on  the'  approved  list 
means  for  the  hospital  what  being  on 
the  approved  list  of  .  tho  North  Central 
Association  of  Colleges  and  Univers¬ 
ities  means  for  the  College.  It  means 
that  the  hospital  has  met  all  the  re¬ 
quirements  which  insure  the  proper 
care  of  its  patients. 

All  students  enrolled  in  tho  College 
are  given  free  hospitalization  if  they 
become  so  ill  while  in  attendance  that 
they  need  hospital  care.  The  College 
uses  the  local  hospital  rather  than  an 
infirmary  of  its  own.  Tho  fact  that  the 
St.  Francis  Hospital  ranks  high  among 
hospitals  makes  the  present  arrange¬ 
ment  entirely  satisfactory  to  the  stand¬ 
ardizing  agencies  which  inspect  the 
College. 

The  following  letter  of  approval  was 
received  by  the  Reverend  Mother  Aug¬ 
usta,  superintendent  of  the  St.  Francis 
Hospital,  from  Dr.  Franklin  II.  Martin, 
director-general  of  the  American  Col¬ 
lege  of  Surgeons.

Mr.  Cooper  Talks 
on  Question  of 
Extension  W  ork 

Tells  Department  of  Superintendence  of 
Results  of  Study  to  Determine  Ten¬ 
dencies  Toward  Extension. 

“Shorn!  faculty  members  tench  ex¬ 
tension  classes?”  is  the  question  which 
Mr.  Cooper  is  to  discuss  today  in  a 
talk  before  the  Executive  Committee 
of  tlie  Teachers  College  Extension  As¬ 
sociation  at  Cleveland,  Ohio.  This  or¬ 
ganization  is  meeting  with  the  general 
session  of  the  Department  of  Superin¬ 
tendence. 

in  preparation  for  his  talk  Mr.  Coo¬ 
per  lias  made  a  study  of  the  “Teaching 
load  and  salary  of  resident  faculty 
members  doing  extension  work.”  Tho 
purpose  of  his  survey  was  to  ascertain 
the  prevailing  tendency  of  teachers’ 
colleges  in  regard  to  resident  faculty 
members  for  extension  teaching.  The 
following  questions  were  submitted  to 
all  the  teachers  colleges  and  normal 
schools  in  the  United  States  maintain¬ 
ing  departments  of  extension. 

1  Is  your  college  state  or  privately 
maintained? 

2  Is  extension  teaching  done  by  reg¬ 
ular  faculty  members? 

'  3  How  many  hours  of  resident  teach¬ 
ing  docs  a  full  time  faculty  member 
do  each  week? 

4  Is  tlie  resident  teaching  load  light¬ 
ened  when  a  full  time  faculty  member 
does  extension  teaching?  If  so,  how 
much. 

5  Does  your  college  limit  tlie  amount 
of  extension  teaching  that  a  regular 
faculty  member  may  carry?  Give  tlie 
maximum  number  of  semester  hours  in 
visitation;  in  correspondences;  in  both. 

fi  Does  tlie  college  provide  resident 
teachers  with  extra  pay  for  extension 
work?  If  so,  how  much? 

7  Arc  the  necessary  traveling  ex¬ 
penses  to  visitation  classes  provided  in 
addition  to  the  fee? 

8  What  fee  does  your  college  charge 
students  for  each  semester  hour  credit 
taken  by  visitation?  By  corrcspondenct

Miss  Dow  Talks 
at  Meeting  of 
Dramatic  Club 

History  and  Development  of  French 
Theatre  Is  Subject  of  Talk  Which 
Features  Thursday  Program. 

Miss  Dow  spoke  to  l,he  College  Drama¬ 
tic  Club,  February  21,  on  'the  history 
and  development  of  the  French  Theatre. 
This  talk  was  tlie  feature  number  on 
the  Club’s  program  for  their  regular 
bi-weekly  mooting. 

The  speaker  told  of  the  beginning  of 
the  French  Theatre  with  t lie  develop¬ 
ment  of  church  pageantry.  The  Cath¬ 
olic  church  was  the  parent  of  French 
dramatics.  The  reason  for  this  was  the 
many  points  in  common  between  the 
Church  and  the  theatre.  Tlie  Church 
finally  developed  its  pageantry  to  sucli 
an  extent  that  the  comedian’s  part  be¬ 
came  so  important,  that  it  pushed  the 
serious  part  into  the  background.  As 
a  result  tlie  Church  disowned  her  foster 
child,  the  Theatre. 

Miss  Dow  said  that,  although  cast 
out  by  its  foster  parent,  the  theatre 
movement  found  its  way  leading  to¬ 
ward  the  development  of  road  shows, 
which  acted  out  their  pageants  and 
crude  plays  on  the  steps  of  churches 
and  cathedrals.  Religion  furnished  the 
inspiration  for  tho  themes  but  {lie 
comedian  still  held  his  place  as  a  star. 

Charlemagne  made  the  first  law  com¬ 
pelling  the  mass  to  bo  held  in  the 
language  of  tlie  common  people.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  the  speaker,  this  was 
the  first,  introduction  of  tlie  theatre 
into  France.  Everyone  liked  the  drama¬ 
tization  of  tlie  mass  but,  as  has  been 
stated  before,  the  comedian  drew  the 
wrath  of  tlie  Church  down  upon  tho 
head  of  all  dramatizations  in  the 
Church. 

Tu  the  fourteenth  century,  the  speak¬ 
er  said,  the  miracle  play  made  its  first 
entrance.  A  play  always  culling  for  tlie 
performance  of  some  miracle  was  tho 
type  of  performance  which,  grew  to 
great  prominence  at  this  time.  Tlie 
Mystery  Play  made  its  appearance  in 
tho  fifteenth  century. 

Gradually  tho  planning  and  produc¬ 
tion,  ns  Miss  Dow  said,  drifted  into  the 
hands  of  certain  groiqis  of  professional 
people.  Different  workmen  formed 
groups  and  put  on  pageants,  plays,  and 
other  dramatic  works.  Tho  Cathedrals 
were  the  center  of  the  social  events 
during  this  period.  Entertainment  had 
to  be  supplied  to  the  people  as  they 
gathered  at  the  cathedrals  to  seo  tlie 
relics;  therefore,  tho  Theatre  produced 
another  offspring,  tlie  Fair.  The  Mys¬ 
tery  play  and  Miracle  play  were  exclud¬ 
ed  from  performing  by  Act  of  tho 
French  Government.  Tho  road  bIiowb 
had  to  find  some  way  of  getting  around 
tliis  law  so  they  produced  tlie  marion¬ 
ette  shows  to  act  out  tlie  same  plays 
they  had  been  acting.  When  tlie  govern¬ 
ment  passed  laws  forbidding  tliese, 
they  sang  tlie  parts.  As  a  result  tho 
government  could  hardly  keep  tlie  mys¬ 
tery  and  miracle  plays  from  being  pro¬ 
duced  in  soiiio  way  or  otlior. 

At  tliis  point  in  her  speech,  Miss  Dow 
said  that  Moliero,  the  groatost  writer 
of  comedy  tho  world  lias  ever  known, 
formed  his  illustrious  theatre,  liis  com¬ 
pany  was  a  road  show  for  twelve  years. 
At  tlio  end  of  this  time  M  olio  re  was 
placed  in  jail  because  ho  could  not 
moot  his  delits  and  tho  company  broke

Band  Furnishes

College  Band  Is  Under  Direction  of  Mr. 
Hlckernell — Instruments  Draw  Atten¬ 
tion  and  Comment. 

The  College  Band  gave  a  concert  in 
Assembly,  Wednesday  morning  at  ten 
o’clock.  There  were  thirty-four  mem¬ 
bers  who  played,  under  the  direction  of 
Air.  Hlckernell. 

Tlie  program  was  composed  of  three 
selections  as  follows: 

Overture,  “Tlio  Golden  Dragon”  by 
King. 

Selection,  “Babes  in  Toyland”  by 
Victor  Herbert. 

Nocturne  from  the  “Atlantis  Suite” 
by  Safranek. 

The  band  also  played  two  marches 
for  encores.  They  were: 

“Brothers  in  Arms,”  by  Chambers. 
“Washington  Grays,”  by  GrafculUi. 
Tlireo  instruments  in  tlio  band  drew 
considerable  comment  and  not  a  few 
questions.  Tliese  wore  the  two  enormous 
horns  played  by  Paschal  Aronk  and 
Aicrl  Williams,  and  the  piccolo  played 
by  Vera  Smith.  These  instruments  pro¬ 
duced  respectively  the  lowest  and  the 
highest  tones  in  tlie  band. 

Tlie  band  instillments  are  divided 
into  three  classes:  the  wood-wind  in¬ 
struments,  composed  of  flutes,  picco- 
locs,  oboes,  clarinets,  and  bassoons;  tho 
brass  instruments,  composed  of  horns, 
trumphets,  trombones  and  tubas;  and 
the  percussion  instruments,  composed  of 
drums,  cymbals,  triangles,  tlie  gloekcn- 
speil,  and  the  gongs. 

Under  the  middle  group  of  instru¬ 
ments,  tlie  brass,  come  the  larger  horns 
that  were  seen,  in  the  band.  They  be¬ 
long  to  the  tuba  family  but  are  more 
commonly  known  as  Sousnplioncs  or  tlie 
bass  tubas. 

The  tuba,  which  originally  meant  a 
short,  straight  horn  or  trumphet,  cor¬ 
responding  to  our  modern  coach-horn, 
is  now  used  as  a  generic  name  some¬ 
what  vaguely  given  to  the  larger  brass 
instruments.  Tlie  tuba  was  introduced 
into  the  orchestra  by  Wagner  who  ob¬ 
tained  fine  effects  through  it.  It  has 
since  become  a  fixturo  in  the  band. 

Tlio  bass  tulm  is  an  instrument  of  the 
sax-liorn  family.  Its  ton'e  merges  so  well  -  ■ 
with  that  of  trombones  that  it  is  often 
used  with  them  to  form  a  brass  quartet. 
The  three  trombones  and  tuba,  forming 
what  we  might  call  the  trombone  choir, 
constitute  the  most  powerful  sonorous 
group  of  the  entire  band  and  is  capable 
of  dominating  everything  else. 

The  tubas  are  made  in  many  keys. 
The  most  used  keys  are  the  B-flnt,  B- 
double  flat,  and  E-flat.  There  is  no 
need  for  transposition  of  music  in  play¬ 
ing.  Tho  parts  are  written  as  they  are 
sounded  in  the  bass  clef,  and  the 'pitch 
or  key  of  tho  instrument  on  which  they 
are  played  is  therefore,  to  some  extent, 
optional. 

Tho  tone  quality  of  tlie  tuba  is  full 
nnd  majestic  and  if  played  correctly, 
adds  a  very  essential  part  to  tlie  band. 

Tho  piccolo  is  a  wood-wind  instru¬ 
ment  used  for  high,  clear  notes.  Tho  ono 
used  Wednesday  was  in  the  key  of  D- 
flnt.
